packed gymnasium at Old Colony RVTHS on Saturday, 
March 11. She's easy to recognize, standing at the podium 
in her signature embroidered cowgirl shirt, bolo-style tie, 
and western belt buckle. 

Having autism herself, she knows all about 
having a "different kind of mind." Her message that day 
was a simple one: "The world needs different kinds of 
minds." 

The problem, says Grandin, is that the unique 
minds, the visionary minds, the ones "that have a little 
bit of autism," which in turn "gives you a little more 
intelligence," are down in the basement addicted to video 
games instead of gaining exposure to other possible 
interests, trades, and skills for which these minds are 
particularly gifted. 

Grandin said that she herself was a bored student 
in school for the most part. The teachers she considered 
good teachers, however, introduced her to all types of 
hands-on learning - the kind of learning that is being cut 
from schools more often in America - including music 
and art, words which elicited supportive applause from 
the audience. 

"Which is a terrible thing to do," said Grandin, 
adding that the arts and "building things" are what 
cultivate the minds of Nobel Prize recipients. "The things 
that are taken out of school are the things that win Nobel 
prizes." 

The Asperger's individuals, the autistics, 
the nerds - "the quirky people" - says Grandin, are 
irreplaceable in this world. 

Those like Jane Goodall who, with a two-year 
secondary degree "went through the back door," and 
without conventional education became an expert on 
chimpanzees. Then there's Thomas Edison, deemed

''hyperactive" and "addled," a high school dropout 
on the autism spectrum, said Grandin. There is also 
Stephen Spielberg, who suffered with dyslexia and was 
rejected from film school - all people with different 
minds who made a difference by becoming great through 
unconventional ways around conventional education. 

The way to success for these students, said 
Grandin, is exposure to interests and trades that cannot be 
replaced by highly specialized artificial intelligence in the 
future, and getting kids off the video games. 

"Let's get them addicted to things that can get 
them jobs," said Grandin. Books, reading. Legos, she said. 
"Let's get them beyond Legos. You got to find out what 
they're interested in." 

Grandin believes the outcome is horrible for the 
child who remains in the basement playing video games, 
when parents and teachers should really be pushing 
trades such as mechanics and electronics, things that the 
different mind is equipped to build. 

Early exposure to work outside the home is 
crucial, Grandin emphasized, especially to jobs that can 
help build a portfolio so the young adult can sell their 
work instead of relying on job applications and interviews 
where those with limited social skills might falter. 

"The world needs us visual thinkers," said 
Grandin. "Many are shunted into special education 
because they can't do the tests. A lot of visual thinkers are 
ending up in the basement."

And many of these kids are not gaining the basic 
skills they need, such as shopping, said Grandin. ''We 
need to show them the real world is a lot more interesting 
than video games." 

"I would've been a prime candidate for video 
games," said Grandin about how her brain works, but 
luckily, growing up in the 50s, she was taught manners, 
life skills, and was given opportunities by dedicated 
parents and teachers to explore her interests. 

Grandin asserted, "They've got to learn how to 
work. That's one of the biggest things that I'm seeing." 

"The world needs all kinds of minds," she said, 
opening herself up to a standing ovation from the crowd. 

Old Colony Superintendent-Director Aaron 
Polansky asked all teachers in the audience to stand, 
accounting for nearly half of those in attendance. 

"It tells a story when you look out into the 
crowd and you see all the teachers here on behalf of their 
students," said Polansky. 

Polansky said that it was important to bring 
Temple Grandin to Old Colony because her message fits

of another dozen or so geese and can form flocks of 
hundreds up to a thousand or more, already sighted in 
spring migration over Pennsylvania and headed this way 
north toward their Canada coastal breeding grounds. If 
lucky enough to watch one of these flights swirl down 
from the sky, it has been described as like standing in a 
snow globe as they blanket the ground in the flurry of a 
sudden blizzard. 

Snow geese are closely related to the blue goose 
species in a morph controlled by a single gene. White 
starts to become blue in one subsequent generation, as 
opposed to the seasonal adaptation of camouflaging with 
rotating weather conditions, creating variables much like 
the northern partridge-like ptarmigan, the ermine weasel.

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Towns Blame Contract Costs for ORR Budget Woes 

ORR School Committee/Tri-Towns Annual Budget Meeting 

By Jean Perry 

An exasperated Marion Finance Director Judy 
Mooney set the tone of the March 9 meeting of the ORR 
School Committee and Tri-Town town officials when 
she dug her heels in the sand, drew a line, and told the 
school committee it brought the school district's financial 
problems on itself through poor contract negotiations 
with teachers and school administration. 

Mooney said the proposed $320,000 increase 
(a 2.5% increase) to the ORR budget that the three 
towns agreed to was the bottom line, and the school 
district would have to accept that. The amount is about 
$380,000 less than what it would take to fund the school 
committee's proposed budget and about $252,000 less 
than needed to fund a level-funded ORR budget. 

ORR School Committee Chairman Tina Rood 
asked the town administrators, selectmen, and finance 
committee members of the three towns where that 
seemingly arbitrary $320,000 number came from, and 
Mooney took the chance to speak up first. 

"There is only a Proposition TdA growth . . . year 
after year of new available funds," said Mooney. "You're 
already over, even this $320,000. Let me put that right out 
there." 

This year, Marion is the town being hit with 
the higher increase in its ORR assessment, accounting 
for $229,000 of that $320,000 overall proposed increase. 
Mattapoisett faces an increase in its assessment by 
$191,000, and Rochester will see a drop in its assessment 
by $103,000 after getting the hardest assessment hit last 
fiscal year. 

The Town of Marion will only see an increase in 
revenue this year of about $555,000, according to Mooney. 
Town health insurance is going up by 11%, and the towns 
are facing assessment increases from Old Colony and 
Bristol Aggie, as well. That $320,000 number the three 
towns came up with, Mooney said, is still higher than 
Marion can afford right now. As it stands with its own 
budget, Marion is still $144,000 in the red for fiscal year 
2018.

''We do not have an open wallet," Mooney 
said, her voice steadily increasing in volume expressing 
frustration. "I'd love to have an open wallet and give 
everybody what they want, but we told you last year, 
when you're signing on contracts . . . it's an issue you put 
on yourself with some contracts that you signed." 

Mooney said the district couldn't afford a 3% 
increase to teacher contracts, especially given that the 
school committee agreed to a 70/30 health insurance split 
for new hires. 

"It becomes a huge hit," said Mooney. "I said it 
last year, if you keep going this route, you're going to 
be in a structural deficit, and here we are, in a structural 
deficit." 

Mooney's diatribe did not stop there. 

"I have kids in this school system! I hate to see 
this happen, because you're taking away things that my 
kids deserve, but you know what? I'm looking at huge 
raises here. Six, seven (percent), come on!" 

Although the contracted salary increase is 3%, 
some teachers who increased their education or moved up 
in employment steps received higher than a 3% increase, 
as Business Administrator Patrick Spencer clarified in a 
follow-up interview. 

You wanted to know where that $320,000 number 
came from, Mooney said to Rood, who tried defending 
the pay raises by saying teachers went three years without 
one. 

"You're putting us in a very bad situation," said 
Mooney, adding that she has been monitoring the school 
committee's contract negotiations over time. 

"And we're not going anywhere else besides that 
[$320,000]," Marion Finance Committee Chairman Alan 
Minard chimed in. "Face it!" 

The heat from the three towns continued. 

"Your level-service [budget] is four percent 
because you settled on contracts that are too high for 
anyone to support," Mooney said. 

Marion Selectman Steve Gonsalves called it 
"financial mismanagement," criticizing the school 
committee for not running the school more like a 
business.

"'Education can't be an open pocketbook where 
we keep reaching in for money/' said Mattapoisett 
Selectman Jordan Collyer. 

Phrases such as "That's the reality!" and "We 
can't afford it!" rang out from around the conference table 
all at once. 

Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
summed it up using the "piece of the pie" analogy 

"The municipalities can't afford to give you more 
than the $320,000 and fairly treat the other agencies that 
they have to fairly budget," Gagne said, mentioning 
health insurance cost increases of 12% the school district 
should have foreseen and which now account for $431,000 
of the ORR budget. "You've got some issues . . . but you 


got some fiscal issues, you've got to grab them." 

Gagne also criticized the school district's lack 
of any "meaningful" OPEB (other post-employment 
benefits) savings. "We are forced by the laws to collect 
X dollars, we don't get x plus three [percent] without a 
Proposition 2V2 override." And if the district needs more 
money, he added, then an override would be necessary, 
but don't count on Marion voters to approve that, he said. 

That goes for Mattapoisett as well, said Collyer. 
"Mattapoisett will not approve an override. It's not 
fiscally responsible," he said. 

"You have to stay within your budget and you 
haven't," said Rochester Selectman Richard Nunes, "and 
your contracts haven't."

Rood retorted, "Owe number one resource is our 
staff for our kids." 

"Your teachers are your most valuable 
resources.... I hope they're saying we're their most 
valuable resource....

items unfunded such as technology instruction, 
music instruction and band in the junior high, less art 
instruction, technology upgrades, and positions the 
district needs like an additional guidance counselor and 
a special education coordinator. Rood asked the others, 
"How can we work together, because that number that 
you have suggested is so devastating to the school." 

"We don't have any more money," said Minard. 

Conceding, Rood said, "I will look at the numbers 
you have given me, and we will talk about them at the 
budget sub-committee meeting." 

This is a united front across the three towns, 
Rochester Finance Committee Chairman Kris Stoltenberg 
said. "We are now really united . . . and I will join 
Mattapoisett and Marion and join their cause . . . just as I 
hope they'll fight for us." 

The ORR School Committee will seek to make 
up some of the budget gap by adding additional School 
Choice slots to fund the $18,345,489 level-service budget it 
proposed. 

After another lengthy discussion and a long 
pause of silence, Collyer said, "I hate that we have to sit 
here and have this conversation." 

"You have to realize," Mooney said to the school 
committee members. "You're just one piece of our pie." 

Mooney warned the committee that the district 
would likely be looking at the same $320,000 number next 
year as well. 

Superintendent Doug White said, "I think the 
committee heard you, and we'll go back and address what 
has been heard tonight." 

White suggested a future meeting where 
representatives from the school district could sit 
with selectmen from all three towns and just have a 
conversation about the future of education and what a 21®* 
century education will mean for the students, the district, 
and the three towns. 

"Education is changing dramatically," White said. 
"What we have to offer and what we'll need to do for our 
students is not the same as it was even five years ago." 

The three towns agreed to the idea.

Beach Nourishment Planned for Goodspeed Island 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On the eve of what many broadcasters were 
calling "snowmageddon," the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission met for their March 13 hearings to consider 
applications for beach nourishment along Goodspeed 
Island's coastal barrier. 


Representing two clients, Dave Davignon of N. 
Douglas Schneider & Associates presented the plans to fix 
erosion problems on two abutting properties. 

Fred Schernecker and Caroline Kearns, new 
owners of 1 Goodspeed Island, and Andrew and Jennifer 
Mclntire, of the adjacent property, submitted Notice of 
Intent filings. 

Schernecker 's filing as described by Davignon 
included elaborate shoreline repairs. 

"There is an eroded bank . . . they want to rebuild 
this with filled envelopes, burlap and coconut fiber bags 
filled with sand," Davignon explained. "There has been 
substantial erosion over the years . . . there is fifteen feet 
worth of erosion," he said. The total area requiring beach

repair will be 275 square feet, he stated. 

Davignon said that sands used in the nourishment 
process will be of the same size and quality as existing 
beach sand, and that American beach grasses would be 
planted to help stabilize the area. 

Also on Schernecker 's property, Davignon detailed 
extensive landscaping plans that included relocating more 
than 30 trees from one side of the property to another and 
adding as many as 500 native species plantings. Stones on 
the property will be repurposed as terraces and stepping 
stone pathways, he said, and the plan also includes a three- 
hole putting green covering 1,000 square feet. 

On the Mclntire property, Davignon said beach 
nourishment is also needed, but not to the same scale as

the neighboring property. In this application, the area in 
question is 110 square feet, he said. 

Chairman Bob Rogers asked Davignon to check 
into an existing Order of Conditions for the Meintire 
parcel, saying it might be better to close that out rather 
than having it left open while a new Order of Conditions 
is drafted. Davignon said he would discuss the matter 
with his clients. 

Rogers said he could move to have both 
applications conditioned, but given the complexity of the 
jurisdictional area and the need to ensure that conditions 
are accurately and thoroughly stated, he asked Davignon 
to request continuances until March 27 to allow time 
for Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold to draft the 
documents. 

Both hearings were continued until the next 
meeting. 

Also coming before the commission was Jason 
Braz for property located in the Brandt Point Village 
sub-division off Brandt Island Road. The Request for 
Determination of Applicability application for Nantucket 
Drive didn't involve much in the way of jurisdictional 
areas, Rogers said. 

Braz explained that he is a developer who 
buys single lots within this sub-division, constructing 
and selling one home at a time, but residents of the 
community came to voice their concerns.

Bike Path Easement Resolutions Pending

Mattapoisett' s Bike Path Committee has spend

Now in March of 2017, all that hard work and 
persistence is very close to making the next phase of the 
bike path connection between Fairhaven and Marion a 
reality. 

But not without a few more bumps in the 
pavement. 

On March 9, long-time member and current 
chairman Steve Kelleher told those in attendance that 
easement issues were close to resolution. He said

Environmental Protection and Coastal Zone Management 
had reviewed the path's wetland crossings and mandated 
that it be moved 20-feet closer to the Mattapoisett River 
away from marshlands. That small design modification, 
Kelleher said, now requires new easement negotiations 
with the three property owners - the YMCA, the 
Reservation Golf Club, and the Mclntire family. 

Kelleher said that Town Administrator Mike 
Gagne was handling those negotiations but had assured 
him the plan modifications were "minor" and should not 
hold up the project. 

Kelleher said that plan changes would be brought before 
the voters during the upcoming May town meeting.

response to the question of what will appear on the town 
meeting warrant regarding the bike path easements, “It's 
])remaiure, legal is working on it, it is in the process . " 

In the good news category, Kelleher said that 
100% design of Phase IB was now in review by the 
Department of Transportation - a process that takes 
up to 90 days - but that T.I.P funding (Transportation 
Improvement Program) was committed. The amount 
awarded to Phase IB of the Mattapoisett Bike Path is $4.5 
million. 

Now that the plans have been completed, 
Kelleher said it was time to work more closely with both 
the building department and conservation commission to 
ensure full compliance with those governing entities. 

Long-time advocate, committee member and 
organizer Bonne DaSousa updated the group on safety 
issues at the intersections of Mattapoisett Neck Road and 
Brandt Island Road. 

DaSousa said an ad hoc committee set up by 
the selectmen to review safety issues and solutions 
at those two intersections had uncovered yet another 
"very complicated" process. She said that in the absence 
of a fully engineered plan - one executed by a "traffic 
engineer" - the state would not consider or allow the 
town to make changes. 

"Any changes have got to comply with the 
uniform traffic control division ... it's more confusing 
than you can imagine. . ." DaSousa said.

DaSousa explained that the federal government 
oversees all manner of traffic safety signage to ensure 
national uniformity. ''We have to spend the money to do a 
traffic study then get it blessed," she said. 

The selectmen had hoped to provide motorists 
and bicyclists with additional safety measures at the two 
intersections based on concerns that both categories of 
users were at risk. The speed limit on Mattapoisett 
Neck Road is 40 miles per hour and 35 miles per hour on 
Brandt Island Road. Ad hoc committee member Police 
Chief Mary Lyons had investigated various types of traffic 
signs from lighted portable speed displays to new paint 
colors on crosswalks. And while both the committee and 
the selectmen were eager to provide new visual safety 
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measures, changes cannot be made at the local level 
without first receiving federal permission, DaSousa stated. 

DaSousa also shared that the Friends of the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path, a private group supporting 
the town committee, was planning fund raisers to 
help finance the bike path where it crosses through the 
Mattapoisett Industrial Park acreage. ''We are not ready 
for a public discussion on this yet," DaSousa said, "... 
but are committed to paving. . ." a half-mile stretch in this 
area. 

DaSousa emphasized in a follow up to the 
meeting that, "People think of bicycling as recreation, but 
in Boston it is critical for getting cars off the road." She 
said, "Our young people are going to be moving to urban 
areas . . . they need to know how to share the road . . . road 
safety is critical." 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
Committee is scheduled for April 13 at 7:30 pm in the 
town hall conference room. 


ZBA Unsure of Proceeding with Conversion Request 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 

By Jean Perry 

Town counsel for the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals on March 9 was unable to give sound legal 
advice on how to handle an applicant's request to deny 
the special permit request to convert to a two-family with 
a subsequent request to approve a kitchen to be built in 
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an addition built to be inhabited by the owners' adult 
children. The hearing was continued so that attorney 
Barbara Carboni could look further into the matter. 

Engineer David Davignon represented the 
owners, listed only as 418 Point Road Trust. Davignon 
said the building commissioner issued a building permit 
for an addition to the main house, but constructing a 
kitchen was prohibited because an addition that contains 
"a place to sleep," a bathroom, living space, and a kitchen 
is considered an apartment and not able to be permitted 
without ZB A approval. 

What the owners did was begin construction of 
the addition according to the building permit conditions 
and connected the structure to the main house via a 
covered breezeway. Davignon now requested, for lack 
of a better solution to get the space needed to house the 
owners' grown daughters when they visit, that the board 
deny the original special permit application in order to 
now allow the kitchen for the in-law type space. 

"The site is being built; it is not the intention of 
the applicant to rent the addition, and the sole purpose of 
the addition is for overflow space for family," Davignon 
said, offering up signed affidavits from the owners for 
assurance. 

For a conversion to a two-family an accessory 
apartment must be no more that 1,200 square feet 
and located within the principal structure or in an 
existing accessory structure, such as a garage. The new 
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construction is 2,400 square feet and is a new structure; 
thus, under the town bylaw, it is not allowed for a 
conversion. 

''We're here for a kitchen to be placed in that 
proposed dwelling," said Davignon. "We didn't want 
to classify it as a two-family . . . but it was the only 
mechanism to get it on the docket." 

ZBA Chairman Marc Leblanc turned to Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey and asked, "The second 
kitchen is only allowable if deemed an auxiliary unit?" 

Shippey said the new addition could be used as a 
separate dwelling because it is separated by a breezeway. 
It has two points of egress, a place to cook, a bathroom, 
and at least one bedroom. "So it could be considered a 
two-family" said Shippey. "However, there are a lot of 
houses that have two kitchens in it but don't have other 
points," he added, such as two entrances. 

"But if it acts like a duck, then it's a duck?" 
Leblanc said. 

Carboni said she needed to give some more 
thought before issuing any advice on how the board 
should proceed on this unique situation, calling it a 
conundrum. 

"Ideally, I would have some time to look at 
the issue so that I could advise the board if there are 
alternatives, if there is some sort of relief that can be 
granted," said Carboni. "I wouldn't want to do it on the 
fly." 




There was talk about future sale of the property 
and how a new owner might interpret the property as a 
two-family residence, although permits for two-family 
residences are not transf err able. 

Attorney for the property owner, Gregory 
Aceto, said he is aware of the controversy two-family 
conversions create in Marion, but asked the board to 
please find something in the bylaw that would allow the 
kitchen in the addition, emphasizing the use of affidavits 
to ensure the space would never be rented out. 

"If you spy anything in the bylaw, a legal 
argument about relief..." said Aceto, "because we can't 
find anything that fits this conundrum that we have. I'm 
not sure I really have a legal argument to demand the 
kitchen." 

The board expressed a desire to cooperate with 
the property owners in some way, but Shippey cautioned 
the board, and the petitioners, that if the board denies 
the special permit as requested and was unable to 
subsequently approve the kitchen, then the applicant 
would be barred from applying for a special permit for 
two years. 

"I just don't want to offer an opinion that's not 
well-grounded at this point," Carboni said.

Master Plan Calls for Open Space Collaboration 

By Jean Perry 

Marion's Master Plan sub-committee for open 
space collaboration is closing in on its mission and agenda 
of activities that founding members hope to accomplish 
by uniting the nine groups in town that hold and manage 
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open space - even though the only elected committee, 
the Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission, has not 
been as enthusiastic about the endeavor as others might 
be. 

This Master Plan sub-subcommittee focusing 
on open spaces in town is close to submitting its formal 
request to the Board of Selectmen to approve a new town 
entity named the Stewards of Community Open Space 
Collaboration. 

The collaboration would be comprised of one 
representative from the nine separate public and private 
entities in Marion that hold and manage open space and 
conservation land in the town. 

The initial member organizations would be 
the Conservation Commission, Marine Resources 
Commission, Pathways Committee, Planning Board 
(although the Planning Board does not manage public 
property, it is tasked with the development of the new 
Master Plan), Open Space Acquisition Commission, 
Recreation Department, Tree & Parks Committee, Trustees 
of Washburn Park, and the Sippican Lands Trust. 

Tree & Parks Committee member Margie Baldwin 
likened the collaboration to the Community Preservation 
Committee, a mixture of different groups in town. 

''We're not trying to do anybody's job, but to be 
a resource for all the different groups to come together 
. . . and we have a common interest in the town," said 
Baldwin. 
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On March 8, members of these groups met to 
fine-tune the activities that SoCOS is endeavoring to 
undertake together as an advisory board of sorts, listing 
them out for the selectmen to consider. 

Those activities include, but are not limited to, 
creating an inventory of public and private Marion open 
space parcels and easements, documenting the features 
of the properties, coordinating open space stewardship 
programs to improve long-term maintenance, and 
collaborating with other groups working towards 
acquisitions. 

The group will work closely with town 
departments, boards, and committees to make open space 
accessible for recreational use, as well as draft a plan 
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to incorporate and implement the proposed activities 
through surveys, workshops, and other public sessions. 

''This is not meant to be a group with executive 
powers," said Tinker Saltonstall. "It's an advisory. It's 
getting people to talk a few times a year about how they 
want to steward their lands." 

Other ideas for the collaboration were to meet 
monthly as needed, and perhaps implement a "rotating 
chair" policy where each month the meeting would be 
chaired by a different one of the nine groups represented. 

From ORR to West Point 

ORR Update

Last week, ORRHS had the chance to hear a 
distinguished alumnus from the Class of 2015 speak 
about his experiences at one of the United States service 
academies. 

Cadet Gerald Lanagan, who is currently in his 
second year at the United States Military Academy more 
commonly known as West Point, addressed the assembled 
students in the auditorium during their advisory. 

"It's a nice opportunity for the student body to 
welcome back a graduate from 2015," Principal Mike 
Devoll commented as he introduced Lanagan. 

Cadet Lanagan began with basic information 
about his experiences at the academy and West Point 
in general. He explained the different army ranks and 
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nicknames for the four separate years: freshmen are 
''plebes/' sophomores are "'yearlings/' juniors are "cows," 
and seniors are "fir sties." 

There are also several basic courses that all cadets 
are required to take; for instance, although majoring in 
economics and business management, one such class 
Lanagan recently completed was survival swimming. 

Lanagan also touched upon cadet schedules 
during both the school year and summer months. During 
the school year, there are six class periods a day, as well as 
times for activities such as chores, athletics, and studying. 
For the summer before sophomore year, cadets participate 
in advanced military training at Camp Buckner. Next 
summer, Lanagan will engage in a 14-day field exercise on 
infantry tactics before shadowing superior officers at Ft. 
Benning in Georgia. 

To the amusement of many, Lanagan' s younger 
sister, senior Molly Lanagan, was the first to fire off a 
question when the audience was invited to ask. "Can you 
tell them what sports team you're a part of?" 

Lanagan laughed as he answered her, as did 
others when they heard his reply, "Women's basketball." 
He went on to say that he trains alongside the players. 

Several of Lanagan' s former teachers asked 
further questions. "How much did you struggle [in 
regards to the physical tasks]?" 

"West Point expects you to be really well-rounded 
with physical aspects," said Lanagan. "But you get used

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to it; it's not as bad as it seems." 

Lanagan was also asked about his experience 
with the renowned U.S. Army versus Navy football 
games. "The Army-Navy game is the most fun I've had in 
the fall," he said. "A lot of us take a pass weekend to see 
the game." 

Life at West Point isn't all fun and games, as 
health teacher Jenkins mentioned after the assembly 
ended. "You put the time into it," he said while talking to 
Lanagan. 

Lanagan' s sister agreed with the sentiment. "Both 
our parents were in the Air Force," Molly said, "but I 
think [West Point] is a good thing for him. I think it's nice 
that he knew all throughout high school that he had to 
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work hard to get there." 

"I worked really hard here," Lanagan said of his 
time as an ORRHS student. "A lot of the classes I took 
here, we took again at West Point." He elaborated that the 
self-studying skills he learned at ORR were an immense 
advantage for his time at the academy because the same 
methods are used there.

For the first week of Spring Break, the 
boys' and girls' lacrosse teams traveled to the ESPN Wide

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amateur athletes located in the Walt Disney World Resort.

Last week, Tabor showcased the production 
Laramie Project, a play about the reaction to the 1998 
murder of University of Wyoming student Matthew 
Shepard in Laramie, Wyoming, who was murdered 
because he was gay. On Friday, March 10, the cast of 
the Laramie Project traveled to the United Kingdom to 
showcase their production to a European audience. 

At the end of the trip, the cast will have traveled 
to major cities such as Dublin and London, and several 
other sightseeing stops along the way. The main stop of 
the trip, however, is Ellesmere College, an independent 
co-educational day and boarding school located near 
Ellesmere, in rural northern Shropshire, England. 

This visit is part of a biannual exchange program 
that is over 20 years old. In the exchange, Tabor students 
will live on campus at Ellesmere and experience life at 
boarding school in England while showcasing Laramie 
Project. In mid- April, a group from Ellesmere College will 
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travel to Tabor to do the same thing, experiencing life in 
American boarding schools and performing their own 
play for the Tabor community. 

The farthest destination for a group of Seawolves 
is Beijing, China, where nine Tabor students are visiting 
RDFZ Xishan School for a one-week exchange with 
students at the school. The exchange is in its fourth 
year, and it allows students to live in homestays while 
experiencing a Chinese school known for its academic 
rigor and excellence and its interactive 21®* century 
learning environment. In addition to the classes the 
students will take, they will be able to explore Chinese 
landmarks inside Beijing and the Great Wall of China. 

Even when school is not in session, Tabor is 
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well represented across the map and highly involved in 
communities in the region and around the world.

To the Editor: 

No doubt you've heard this before. New Bedford 
is a hotbed of the arts. Not long ago, the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council declared the city the "most creative 
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community" in the state. Previously, The Atlantic Monthly 
magazine named New Bedford the "Most Artistic City in 
America." 

It abounds with a plethora of artists, galleries, 
the UMass Dartmouth Fine Arts Department, film 
makers, numerous theater and performing arts groups, 
a fine symphony orchestra, cultural collaboratives, and 
museums. 

One might think an affluent community in close 
proximity to such a beacon of the arts might reflect 
an appreciation for the potential the arts offer to the 
education of their children and to the prestige of the 
community in general. Alas, in our special community to 
the east, not so much. 

Each year when budget season rolls around, the 
arts are invariably perceived to be expendable. Whether 
it be a town organization or the school department, the 
arts are always the first to be threatened with a trip to the 
chopping block. 

The Old Rochester Regional School Committee's 
Budget Sub-committee is recommending a 4.7 percent 
increase over the current budget which to their credit 
includes, along with other upgrades and services, making 
a part-time art teacher full-time. However, the district 
has been informed by the towns' leaders to expect 
significantly less. The result . . . wait for it . . . would be to 
drop one high school art teacher back to part time and 
to cut the junior high's music teacher, resulting in the 
elimination of the school's band and music program. 

It is ironic that just as the Massachusetts 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education 
(DESE) announced in February that the arts are 
"integral to what determines a successful school in the 
Commonwealth" and that "access and participation 
in arts education be included in Massachusetts Every 
Student Succeeds Act (ESSA) as a strategy to broaden the 
curriculum for every Massachusetts child," Old Rochester 
succumbs to using cuts in the arts as a threat. 

Adding insult to injury, the School Committee has 
been told that the Old Rochester Community Television 
(ORCTV), whose studios are housed at the high school, 
will no longer fund the district's schools' video programs 
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which it has done for a number of years resulting in . . . 
wait for it again . . . the likely disappearance of all video 
classes at the high school and programs at the elementary 
schools. Considering that the video production classes 
are the only ones that encompass all learning disciplines 
including art, music, reading, writing and performing not 
to mention technology as well as learning styles which 
include visual, aural, linguistic and kinetic, this would be 
a significant loss. 

Whether these important curricula will be lost 
remains to be seen. Their demise would be another 
blow to the arts, the overall curriculum and the district 
standing academically. Having served on a school 
committee and on numerous statewide arts advocacy 
boards, I understand that this is the first skirmish in a 
long budgetary battle which will result in some sort of 
compromise. Nevertheless, this mindset that the first to 
go are the arts must change if the community expects to 
maintain a viable educational program in our schools. 

With current regime in Washington threatening 
to cut the National Endowment for the Arts, those who 
count the arts as expendable will be emboldened. The 
struggle to support creativity in schools and communities 
will go on. It is up to the education leadership and the 
fiscal decision makers to recognize that the arts in schools 
must have consistent funding and status along with the

After graduating from 
William Hall High School in West Hart- 
ford, CT in 1943, Bob joined the U.S. Navy, becoming part 
of “The Greatest Generation”.

They particularly enjoyed visiting Ireland, his father’s 
homeland, and exploring his Irish heritage. In retirement Bob 
became an enthusiastic business owner of a Cape Cod gift 
shop, the Golden Gazebo, in Barnstable. He enjoyed working 
and kept busy with his gift shop as a primary hobby. 

A wholehearted father. Bob is survived by his sons, 
Barry and his wife Kathy, Alan, Rob and his wife Jill, and 
daughter Shanna; as well as granddaughters Christiana and 
Jenna and great-granddaughter Hadassah and several nieces 
and nephews. He is predeceased by his wife, brother Ken- 
neth, sisters Janet Kellner, Marion Jones, and Doris Wilke.

Who's Crazy? (1966). Starring members of the Living 
Theater and directed by Thomas White. Running time: 
73 minutes. Now in limited theatrical release. 

Once upon a time, an American filmmaker in 
Belgium happened across a group of other Americans. 

The group were members of New York's experimental 
Living Theatre, whose founders (Julian Beck and 
Judith Molina) were back in the States doing time for 
tax evasion. While waiting for their spiritual father 
and mother to arrive, the Theatre people herded into 
a deserted farmhouse along with the filmmaker — 
Thomas White — and created Who's Crazy?, a barely 
feature-length attempt shown at a couple of festivals 
and then considered lost for decades. During that time it 
was known, if at all, among jazz scholars because of its 
soundtrack by Ornette Coleman. Finally, in 2015 a print of 
the film was found in White's garage. 

Like Coleman's score — performed while 
Coleman and his collaborators watched the film — the 
action in Who's Crazy? is largely improvised. We begin 
aboard a bus transporting a bunch of mental patients. 

The bus breaks down, an inmate escapes, and while two 
guards chase after him, the rest of the inmates break free 
and crowd into the farmhouse, where they enact various 
scenarios meant to illuminate or satirize societal tropes 
(trial, marriage, communal meals). Sometimes the inmates 
chant or emit barbaric yawps; other times they speak 
in solemn theater jive. Most often, the harried, lunging 
music, a boomerang circling towards discovery speaks 
for them. 

Modern viewers might have fun imposing 
connections between this and earlier or later works. It 
definitely shares DNA with MaratjSade, King of Hearts, 

The Idiots, and The Ninth Configuration, not to mention 
the Living Theatre's own The Brig. One actor, bearded 
and saturnine, could be a brother to Oscar Isaac in Inside 
Llewyn Davis; the cast in general shares that hipster aura. 
We're always aware that we're watching a performance 
— the movie doesn't make us enter into the imaginative 
contract, where we agree to accept the shown events 
as "real." White's camera meanders or stares at a man 
applying greasepaint, prefiguring Lance the acid-head 
surfer smearing camo grease on his face in Apocalypse 
Now. 



What makes Who's Crazy? more than a curiosity 
a relic from the noble-lunatic era of Leary and Laing, is its 
spirit of play — the actors are reaching for truth, ecstasy 
life in death. All very po-faced and pompous, but fun to 
take in small doses. Like a lot of contemporaneous avant 
garde cinema, the movie is a result of shooting for hours 
and then manhandling it into some sort of order in the 
editing room. There's a loose narrative with some cross- 
cutting creating what we read as subplots. Ultimately it 
comments on its own medium — experimental narrative 
often staggers towards postmodernism. Maybe two 
or three characters take turns owning the film simply 
because they get more screen time; we might feel there are 
equally prominent characters littering the cutting-room 
floor. Even avant garde in 1965 has its limits: no women or 
black actors (there are a few seen here) assume the center. 

I value this work more than I do, say E. Elias 
Merhige's grimly archetypal Begotten (1989) because it 
revels so cheerfully in its own nonsense, and the illogic 
consorts organically and gorgeously with those Coleman 
riffs. (The only other movie Coleman scored was David 
Cronenberg's Naked Lunch, and Who's Crazy? at times feels 
like one of Cronenberg's early intimate shorts.) There's 
something fascist-apocalyptic about the movie's milieu, 
a cold foggy place where wild innocents are pursued by 
bears with badges, but within that context the Living 
Theatre people celebrate and exult. (Apparently Mom and 
Dad didn't much care for the result: Julian Beck sniffed 
that the movie was false to the Theatre's "energy vector.") 
Owing as much to silent comedy as to hip new notions of 
confrontational drama. Who's Crazy? pleases by its very 
inability to please in a conventional sense. It gives the 
people what they want, though — conflict, thrills, love, 
music, song — just not in the usual package. Known for 
its jazz, it's pretty jazzy itself, and ends up being a better 
tribute to that musical form than a certain recent musical 
that won a few Oscars.
